It VMS a very slow lire 
and it was with great reluctance that 
the paper burned at all. When lirst 
discovered by Patrolman Bumps, he 
thought !n's eyes wen: deceiving him. 
He allowed it required pretty hot stuft 
to set fire lo the fireproof paper, but 
the longer he watched the more he 
believed it to be a real fire and he pro- 
ceeded to jet Inisy.
